ernor George H. Earle today refused 
to lift his ban against current issue

. graphs depicting the 
"birth of a 


, baby." 


Declaring the matter of censor- 


ship is not involved in the case, the 
chief executive said: "Life magazine 
by the pictures in Its last issue has 
decreed that the age of innocence of 
our children shall end at the age of 
three years. 


"This would destroy one of the 


most beautiful things in the home 
and 
one of the main reasons 
for 


having a home. I will not accept this 
decree. The. ban stands and so I told 
Morros Ernst who represented Life 
magazine."
